Council's Incinerator Plan is 'Smothered' 
Minimum Wage Law Increase to 75° Signed Today 
Truman Takes 
Credit As He 
Signs the Bill 


Raises Pay From 
40 Cents a Hour 


Washington, 
Oct. 26—(AP) — 


President Truman today signed 
legislation raising the minimum 
wage from 40 to 75 cents an hour 
and called it "a major victory" 
for his administration. 


In a statement, Truman express- 


ed "regret" that the legislation 
exempts some workers who pre- 
viously had been covered by the 
fair labor standards law. 


He added: 


"Our Basic Purpose" 


"But the improvements made by 


the new law will go far toward 
achieving our basic purpose of 
assuring minimum labor standards 
necessary for health, 
efficiency 


and general well-being of work- 
ers. 


"The enactment of the fair la- 


bor standards amendments of 1949 
is a major victory in our fight 
to promote the general welfare of 
the people of the United States.' 


The new pay "floor" for work- 


ers in interstate commerce be- 
comes effective in 90 days. Con- 
gress members have estimated the 
35-cent-an-hour increase in the 
minimum wage rate will hike the 
pay of up to 1,500,000 workers 
now getting less than 75 cents an 
hour. 


They figure the increase will 


raise the wage bill of employers 
around $300,000,000 a year. 


William R. McComb, wage-hour 


administrator, estimates that di- 
rect wage increases caused by the 
law for workers now getting, less 
than 75 cents will average be- 
tween five and fifteen cents an 
hour. His office expects the larg- 
er increases to go to southern 
workers, so that about half the 
5300,000,000 total increase will be 
in the south and southwest. 


Would Broaden Scope 


Truman had asked congress not 


only to raise minimum pay to 75 
cents an hour, but to broaden cov- 
erage of the present law. 


Congress met the president's re- 


quest for a 75-cent minimum, but 
it narrowed the law's coverage in- 
stead of broadening it. 


At 
present about

workers are protected by the sta- 
tute. The house voted to exclude 
about 1,005,000 of "those, and the 
senate only about 200,000. 


The compromise worked out 


puts the total number excluded 
somewhere between the house and 
senate figures. 
Sponsors of the

years, including court actions, to 
find just how many workers have 
been removed from protection.

Diploma Doesn't Do Everything 


Sure, there are plenty of wonder-

But there are also plenty 
of wonderful mothers who don't 
have.

women are so inclined to limit their 
families to one or two children is 
in itself an indication that maybe 
they aren't the best mothers. 


After all. the first requirement 


of a good mother is a real liking 
for children. And one indication of 
how well a woman likes children is 
how many she is willing to have. 


When a woman enters marriage 


too often she enters it in a hazy 
glow of what she terms "romantic 
love."

Defense Plans 
Extend South 
To Cape Horn 


By CLARKE BEACH 


Washington — American defense 


plans are by no means confined to 
the North Atlantic area nor to co- 
operation only with the North 
Atlantic pact nations. 


The U. S. is working as closely 


as ever with the other American 
republics in mutual defense ar- 
rangements. 
The Inter-American 


Defense board has just been recog- 
nized, and it will continue in- 
definitely to prepare plans for 
cooperative effort in case any of 
the 21 American 
republics 
is 


attacked by an outside power. 


Washington G.H.Q. 


The board has new quarters at 


2600 16th St. NW., Washington. 
In it about 60 military men from 
all the republics are at work. 
Chairman of the board is Lt. Gen. 
Willis D. Crittenberger, former 
head of the U. S. Army's Carib- 
bean defense command. 
He is 


also chairman of the military ad- 
visers to the U. S. delegation to 
the United Nations. 


He has also just been named 


deputy 
representative 
for 
the 


United States on the 
military 


committee of the North Atlantic 
treaty military organization. Gen. 
Omar Bradley is the representa- 
tive. Since Bradley has full duties 
as chief of U. S military forces, it 
is assumed Crittenberger will be 
a key man m the new job. 


The technical work of drawing 


up military plans is handled by a 
staff under the direction of an- 
other American Maj. Gen. Robert 
L. Walsh, U. S. Air Force. Walsh 
is also chairman of the Canadian- 
United States Defense commission 
and of the Joint United States- 
Brazil Defense commission. 


Consulted By 'Pact' 


The 
Inter-American 
Defense 


board has been in the business of 
preparing plans for multi-national 
defense for such a long tune that 
its methods and accomplishments 
are likely to be studied with con- 
siderable interest by the men now 
working on North Atlantic de- 
fense plans. Already some of the 
experts from the North Atlantic 
group have 
visited the Inter- 


American headquarters to estab- 
lish contacts and obtain informa- 
tion. 


Creation of the Inter-American 


board was decided upon in the 
dark hour when the Axis powers 
were a threat to the security of 
the 
Western 
Hemisphere. 
Its 


formation was directed by the 
meeting of Foreign Ministers of 
the American Republics at Rio 
de Janeirp in January 1M2. 


Military delegations from all the 


republics met in Washington and 
on March 30, 1942, set up the 
Inter-American 
Defense 
Board. 


It haa been in continuous opera- 
tion ever since, with headquarters 
here. 


Governments Appro \e 


It has drawn up a voluminous 


aet of detailed plans for collective 
defense action. The plans are sent 
to each of the governments when 
completed. They become binding 
after the Beparate governments 
adopt them. 


The plans have included such 


iubjects as home defense units, 
training 
in 
the 
detection of 


clandestine radio transmission, ex- 
change of air information, transit 
of military aircraft, organization 
and operation of irregular forces, 
supervision of telecommunications, 
protection of merchant marine, 
security against sabotage, pro- 
duction of strategic 
materials, 


anti-submarine defense and inter- 
American transportation. 


When the Axis was defeated, 


the board immediately began long- 
range plans for mutual defense 
against any other aggressors. The 
emphasig has been on standardiza- 
tion of army and technical equip- 
ment and on uniformity of organi- 
zation. 


Reorganization in 1945 


Late in 1945 the board began 


to consider the matter of reorgani- 
zation on a permanent basis. Such 
a reorganization was directed by 
the Ninth International Conference 
of 
American 
States 
held 
at 


Bogota, Colombia, in the spring of 
1948. 
The reorganization 
was 


completed last month. 


The work of the board is di- 


rected by a council of delegates, 
in which each nation has one 
vote. The technical work, handled 
by the 
staff, 
is accomplished 


chiefly by four permanent com- 
mittees, designed along the lines 
of the Army General Staff. 
The 


committees are concerned with 
(1) plans, 
(2) intelligence, (3) 


training and organization and (4) 
logistics.

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Atom Scientist Says Earth 
Created from Dmt, Not Fire 


By HOWARD BLAKESLEE

Rochester, N. Y., Oct. 2*~(APl 


—A theory that the earth was 
created from duet instead of fire 
was unfolded before the national 
academy of sciences today by one 
of the world's foremost chemists. 


The author of the new theory is 


Dr. Harold Urey of the University 
of Chicago—eminent atomic scien- 
tist, Nobel prize winner and dis- 
coverer of heavy water. 


Urey found first, the tempera- 


ture—nearly 2,000 dej^rees fahren- 
heit—which had to exist in the top 
crust of earth about a billion years 
ago to form the present chemical 
compounds of the ground. 


But that temperature was not 


the creation he reasoned A billion 
years still earlier the earth was 
cool, just a huge aggregation of 
dust gathering into a ball as the 
sun passed through one or more 
vast dust clouds m space. 


A Oust Hall 


This primeval dust contained 


every kind of chemical, including 
a lot of radioactive dusts. The tem- 
perature of the dust ball began 
rising, due to the heat from this 
radioactivity, and the heat pres- 
sure of gravitauon as the dust got 
denser. Thus it rose to nearly 2,000 
degrees 
t 


Iron and everything else uas 


uniformly scattered through this 
dust ball. That would be impossi- 
ble according to former theories, 
which required a liquid ball of fire 
in order for iron to concentrate in 
the core of the earth, where it now 
is. 


But chemist tlrey sees an easy 


way for the iron to sink to earths 


center while the earth was still a 
large, hard ball of dust. He names 
the chemical condition necessary, 
by which melting iron slips in 
little rivulets along silicate paths. 


Explains Mysteries 


Urey's idea of iron sinking to 


the center of a solid earth explains 
a lot of mytsenes It explains the 
Pacific 
ocean, 
the 
continents, 


the tropical climate of Antarctica, 
the great glacial periods, and the 
fluctuating length of the day. 


It explain* how water formed 


from the incoming dust and how 
originally waters probably lay lit- 
erally boiling upon the whole face 
of the earth. As the iron sank, It 
displaced the lighter material at 
earth* center. This material rose 
on one side of the earth—where 
Europe now stands—as the first 
land. On the opposite side a com- 
pensation 
depression 
formed, 


which now is the huge basin of 
the Pacific ocean. 


Change In Inertia 


The fact that the length of the 


day changes by a few thousandths 
of a second occasionally, Urey says, 
is explained by the changes in in- 
ertia due 
to shifting 
mass or 


v, eight deep in the earth pushed 
about by the heat rising fiom the 
iron core. 


This same chemistry accounts 


for Mars' scarcity of v, ater and 
oxygen, and for the planet Venus 
having not a drop of water with 
an atmosphere of carbon dioxide. 


i 
Mars and Venus both \\ere dust- 


balls similar to earth, Urey theor- 
izes. But Mars had a cooler tem- 
perature than Earth and Venus a 
warmer, which made the differ- 
ences in their atmospheres.
